Begins As 1936-37 


* Shipments Are Low 





Shipments of citrus from this 
district during the last 12 months 
were about half as much as the 
total in the 1934-35 season, it was 
revealed today. Nov. 1 marked 
the beginning of a new season. 

During the year just ended 3,360 
cars of fruit were sent from the 
district to markets of the nation 
and world. Shipments for the 
1935-36 season totaled 4,616, and 
for the 1934-35 period were 6,604 
cars. 

The freeze early this year is 
charged with being responsible 
for the decrease in shipments, Of 
the 3,360 cars shipped, 1,851 were 
navel oranges; 628 Valencia or- 
anges; 1,288 lemons; 7& grape- 
fruit, and 14 oranges of miscellan- 
eous variety.

The final pipe is number 4,729, 
that many having been manufac- 
tured at the campany’s Central 
avenue plant. In March, 1936, 
the company began excavations 
on Fifth street at Campus ave- 
mue. Work has proceeded west 
for 11 miles. On Foothill boule- 
vard the company’s work con- 
nects with another link in the 
eS water distribution proj- 
ect. Each pipe weighs approx- 
tmately 38. tons. 

From here the company will go 
to Los Angeles where it has ap 
contract for placing 18 miles of 
welded steel pipe, most of the 
work being done in the midst of 
heavy traveled thoroughfares. 

The company’s plant here will 
be left standing indefinitely.

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Auto Industry Major Factor in Nation 

As was the case. in the depression following the war, the 
automobile industry has taken the lead in economic recovery 
in the present instance and is responsible for fourteen and a 
half per cent of the national income. When things were at 
their worst that great industry ‘‘took the bull by the horns’’ 
and resumed extensive operations by employing many thous- 
ands more men and purchasing many millions of dollars worth 
of materials. 

Throughout the nation the new models for 1938 are now 
being inspected, and as has been true in former years, the pros- 
perity of the automobile and motor transport industry will 
affect the prosperity of the entire nation. 

Says the United States News: 

“Tf the automobile and motor transport industry could 
be lifted bodily out of America, if the millions of automo- 
biles, trucks, buses, and tractors, the filling stations and 
garages and the other impedimenta of the gasoline age all 
could be dumped overnight into the ocean, if the country 
could return to those famed horse-and-buggy and walking 
and bicycling days, one seventh of the national income 
would be destroyed. 

‘In a short time part of this would be regained as 
men were trained to the old. occupations displaced by the 
invention of the motor vehicle. 

“The harness makers, the village blacksmiths, the 
teamsters and other such workers soon would reappear in 
their former numbers. But gone would be the motor own- 
er’s privilege of going for a 200-mile care-free outing on a 
holiday, traveling by automobile when and where he 
pleased; gone would be the farmer’s (and many others’, 
too, for that matter) privilege of easy access to neighbors 
and urban conveniences. 

‘Phe automobile, to as great a degree perhaps as any 
invention, has transformed America.”’ 

The News points out that the automobile industry has creat- 
ed 6,000,000 new jobs—4,000,000 more than it eliminated; built 
a $6,500,000,000 retail business—one-fifth of all retail sales; es- 


tablished a $5,000,000,000 wholesale business—one-eighth of all]. 


guch trade; created a manufacturing industry producing a 
greater value of products than any other; financed a $5,000,- 
000,000 annual tax bill—about one-seventh of the nation’s tax 
charges; given the country a highway system containing 
1,000,000 miles. of improved roads—100,000 of them concrete; 
get up new processes of manufacture—bringing the full glory 
of the machine age with its cheap mass production to the 
United States. 

In 1936 $9,000,000,000 of the national income paid out was 
created by the automobile, accessory and motor transport in- 
dustries. The 6,000,000 workers in these industries were paid 
$6,300,000,000 in wages, while $2,700,000,000 was paid in divi- 
dends, interest and proprietors’ profits and rentals. 

It is said that. one out of every four of the jobless has been 
employed because of the recovery of the motor industry. When 
we are told that/the automotive industry is the largest pur- 
chaser of gasoline, rubber, steel; malleable iron, mohair, lubri- 
cating oil, plate glass, nickel and lead—and that it also uses 
many other products—we realize that recovery in that im- 
mense industry means not only an increase in automotive sales 
and servicing employment, but also stimulation in many other 
industries, which in turn means many additional jobs. 

Considering these facts, is it any wonder that business men 
and government economists are so much interested in the.out- 
look for motor car manufacturers? Still there have been those 
who contended that the automobile ‘‘has been the ruination of 
the country.” a 

‘If the agricultural industry of the nation had been able to 
make the same strides toward recovery as has the automotive 
business the country would now be prosperous as a whole.

Eckerman spoke 
briefly, extending a cordial wel- 
tome to the guests. 

Mrs. Ray C. Norton, chairman 
of the celebration committee, 
eerved as program chairman.

Yn. the history of the Upland 
chapter of the Red Cross, outlin- 
ed by Mrs. F. H. ‘Manker, a for- 
mer chairman of the chapter, ie 
revealed to a great. extent, the 
history of Upland’s patriotic, civ- 
fc and charitable activities. 

From the partial early records 
available, Mrs. Mianker’ secured'a 
list of the first officers, evidently 
appointed prior to March, 1916, 
when the first record was made.
